: forming thoſe ſeveral Acts of Duty, in reſiſting the Allurements of ſenſual Pleaſure , 
and the a{ſiults of Evilz to chuſe Labour, and what is irkſome-. to F [ch and Bloud ; to 
take up the'Croſs, ſuffering Reproach and Perſecution; to be ſubject unto Hatred and

Judgments ſhall be diſcovered againft what they ſeem now outwardly to com- 
mend;the cloſe and hidden acts of the Mind ſhall be brought to Light;that Hatre4 
and Averſenels to God ſhall be manifeſted, which was the Cauſe of their Con- 
tempt; fallen Silence, or ſpeaking evil of the Things pertaining to Kim. That 
wilful and atfected Ignorance, That partial Knowledg of confidering .one fide, 
and reſolved Obſtinacy not to go further, That Self-conviction, heretofore 
Rifled, ſhall break forth, and then will appear another Face of Things. What 
ſhall at laſt be fully diſcioſed, would ſomewhat even now, if Men would ſuffer 
a particular Examination ont bf the Ward of God, the very Truth and Reaſon 
of Things : Chriftianity will evidence it ſelf to be- greater Courage than what 
paſſeth for it in the Judgment of the World. Which is fign of the more reſo- 
lute Spirit, that both foreſees the Evil and ſubjects it ſelf thereto upon aſſured 
and beneficial Grounds, as did the Martyrs, Confeffors, and Godly Sufferers; or 
thoſe who go on with a certain Violence, without Knowledge and Confidera- 
tion, as did others 2 Who can lay down their Lives with a deliberate Choice, 
retaining their perfect Reaſon and Sence ; or thoſe in a ſudden Paſtion and heat 
of Blood, who are puſhed on by Malice ( like a ſpurred Horſe leaping down a 
Precipice ) or fooliſh Pride, who make themſelves half Drunk, and then 20 
on-not knowing what they do. But confider all the Circumſtances of the 
Chriftians aCting and ſuffering, and his Courage will be found more real and 
eminent. Through God he doth waliantly, Pal. 60. 12. Whoſe Grace is ſufficient, 
and infpires him with an Heart to overcome all Difficulty and Danger. 

Now that according to the World, if throughly ſurveyed, will be reduced 
very low : For abftract that Diſpoſition of Children and Mad-men, who are 
not ſenſible of the Danger, and therefore dare ruſh upon aay Thing. If they 


quite ftupefied, when the Heart is become as the nether Mill-ftone, which doth 
not tremble, becauſe it hath no ſenſe.

- then not being guided thereby. Therefore my People are gow into Captivity, be- 
cauſe they bave no Knowledge. 1(a.5-13. But by a Man of Underflanding and 
Knowledge the State of a Land s prolonged. Prov. 28.2, It Sin and Pafſton did 
bear all the Sway, the compaſs of the whole Earth would be a larger Bedlam: 
And they that. dwell therein muft be chained up in ſeveral Cells, or there 
would be no living amongſt Men. Even thoſe Nations which know [not 
God, have ſome Dictates of the Natural Law concerning Good and Evil, and 
alſo Reaſon, by which they frame Rules and Orders of Goverment ; otherwiſe 
it were not poflible for any Kingdom or Community to ſtand. Connſel « mine, 
and ſound Wiſdom, I am Underſtanding, I have Strength ; By me Kings reign, 
and Princes decree juſtice, By me Princes rule, and Nobles, even all the Fudges 
of the Earth, Prov. 8. 14, 15,16. The leflſer Degrees are neceſſary, much more 
is an higher Improvement beneficial to Mankind. Which advyances further than 
to carry on the courſe of the Forld, or to ſecure M:n in their Reſp:<tive 
Rights and Poſſefſions. But it leads them up to the knowledge and favour 
of God, thence to partake of his Sight and Bounty ; raiſes their Apprehenfions 
from little vain temporal Things, to thofe which are Great, Eternal and Per- 
fect, and at laſt inſtates them therewith. Which ſets before them Things al- 
together worthy of humane Nature, To climb up. the everlaſting Hills, to' 
fizht with'thoſe three Legions of Enemies, the World, the Fleſh, and the De- 
vil: To march through Difficulties and Oppoſitions, To be loaten with Spoils 
and get Ground; all th:fe are fit exerciſes for a Man. It is ſaid, Nothing is 
; ' hard to him, but he dares break through all Things: Then in this ſhew thy: 
Honour and Renown, Gicd thy Sword upon thy Thigh, O moſt Mighty ; Be 
not afraid, nor diſcouraged; Thou haft the Grace of God for affiftance; and 
as long as thou putteſt forth thy Strepgth together with that, thou wilt go 
on Proſperouſly and Victoriouſly. » | | 
But how is all this Hardſhip reconcileable with preſent Happineſs 2 Very 
| well; and he that knoweth it not, either doth not. conftder or not under- 
- . ftand the Nature of Things. We love to have ſome Oppoſition, and rejoyce 
to get over it. It is more ſatisfaction to reſiſt than to yield unto a ſoft Temp= 
tation ; for to that ſucceeds Repentance and Vexation ; but for what looks 
Uncouth and Frighttful, yet reſolutely to grapple therewith , and ſubtue it, 
there follows a blefſed Approbation and Complacency of Soul.

bad Converſation: And.we are fully perſwaded, that it is an infalli- 
ble ſign of that approching Glory of God's bleſſed Day that is more 


abundantly to be revealed among us, and in us, which many of our:

_ they are fo far from being ſatisfied with moſt of them, that they have 
the more blamed us: ſome inſinuating, as if we had tranſgreſſed the 
Law ; but we are not afraid of any ſuch thing, provided true Liberty 
of Conſcience, according to the juſt and due bounds of it, be allowed - 
to us3 and for our part, we are fo well ſatisfied, that all our Propoſals 
to them (in that Paper ſigned by Fifteen of us) are juſt and equal, 
that if they pleaſe, we ſhall-freely conſent to their Printing of them, 
The ſum of which Propoſals doth principally  confiſt in ' theſe 'two 
things 5 firſt, That all ſuch of the Miniſtry among them,whom we'can prove 
Guilty of the Preaching falſe Dofrine, or of falſly accuſing the Innocent or ex- 
cuſing and defendmg the Guilty, and contending againſt ſome ſound Princi- 
ples of Truth, in Meetings appointed for hearing theſe Differences, may be 
brought to Cnvition and Acknowledgment of their Error and Treſpaſſes : 
And 2dly, Seeing (by a marvelous Providence that hath diſcovered it ) that

and G. W.,) into Prattice in his Book, called, The Anarchy of the. 
Ranters, &c. ſee {. 4. P. 32, 33. avdy. 6. p.48, 49. which x, To declare 
cur Faith and Perſwaſin it certain Fundamental Dofrines of the Chriſtian 
Faith and Religion, that by the ſame, as well as by a good Life and Conver- 
ſation, it may be known who are quallified to be Members of our Church ; and 
that every one owned to be a Member of our Church, declare his Faith and 
Perſwaſion in every one of theſe Fundamentals, which is a ſecondary Bond 
of our Union, the Spirit being the principal, which may be eaſily done by 
anſwering to ſome plain Queſtions, with Yea or Nay. —— | 
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And how a Third and main Reaſon that we give for this Separation,. 
well warranted borh by Scripture 'Teſtimony,and command of Chriſt, 
Recorded in Scripture, and the.truth of it ſealed to us, by the. Spirit 
of Truth in our Hearts, that whereas there arediversof them guilty of 
moſt groſs % UnchrifianErrors, againſt theFundamentalOogrines of

0 due Convidtion and Condemnation, after due and fufficientnotice 
i; given unto them, -as there hath been a long time, from one Meet- 
ing to another, 'as concerhing ſome of them, now many Aſonths ſince 
pait, and nothing done effectually to bring them to any'Convidtion, 
| batthat it ſeemerh they are reſolved {tillto ſupport-or tollerate them. 
Now the Scriptures that warrant us in this Sgparation (alkho* as 1; 
fajd' firſt made by them) are theſe following, 2Cor-6. x4, 15, 16,17, 
1Tim.6,3,4,5.

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The Eſcapes, Faults, and Errors of ſuch who on, believe and profeſs the 
ſame Do&trine and Principles of Faith with us, and go under the ſame Di- 
finftion and Denomination, may by our Adverſaries, juſty be imputed un- 
to us, if not ſeaſonably and Chriſt:anly reproved, reclaimed or condemned,

Bat it is very ftrange, what ſome have ſaid, That no Error in Dofrin 
or Treſpaſs whatſoever of particular Perſons, though ccllerared by a Society, 
that we were jojned with in-thg Poſſeſſion of Truth, can be any juſ cauſe of 
Seperation, doth equally blame all our Friends in their Seperation from 
the reſpettive Societies they were formerly joyned inProfeflion with, 
as ſome intheir Seperation irom the Church of Rome, others from the 
Epi{copal, others from the Presbyterian and Baptiſts, and doth equally 
blame the Separation of the faithful Martyrs in Q. Mary's days, from 
the Popiſh Coe in England, yet well approved generally by our 
Friends. And ſurely for People of contrary Principles and Spirits, 
and having a contrary Faith and Perſwaſion in Flntdamental Do- 


crines, to be united together in one Worſhip, would make the. 


reateſt Confuſion imaginable,and be incomparably morelikeBahy- 

Oh, than the zrue Church of Chriff; and fo to affirm, iscontrary to all 

common Senſe of any that hath che leaft true Notion of a Church,that 

ought to be as a Field or Garden, as clean of Weeds as poffible ; for 

tho' the Tares are to be ſuffered to grow in the Field ofthe World,ye;

People called Quakers at the ſaid Yearly Meeting,and that they might. 
havetimely notice of the ſaid Appeal, and be the better prepared to 
anſwer it, G.K. procured the ſaid Appeal to be printed. Which was 
no ſooner done, but they iſſued forth a Warrant, and apprehended. 
Wiltam Bradford the Printer, and Joby M*comb, who. (as they were, 
informed) had.difpoſed of two of the ſaid Papers, and .committed 
the fajd I. B. and F. M. to Goal ;. and allo ſeized all the ſaid Papers. 
they: could meet with, and took away a good quantity of .Bradford's 
Letters, tending: to the. diſabling of him to work for his Wife and. 
Children ; and upon pretence of another Warrant granted without 
any. Conviction, Signed by Samuel Feni "gs and Robert Ewer Juſtices; 
Fobn WWhite the Sheriff took Goods out of the Shop of #711. Bradford, 
half as much- more as the faid Warrant was for.

Note, By this it ſzemeth to $S. Fenings that it is as inherent in him 
to be a Magiſtrate as to be a Quaker, and therefore when his Magi- 
{tracy ceaſeth, his Quakeriſm ( accordingto him ) muſt ceaſe, and 
like Hypocrates "| wins live and die together 3 but yet he may remain 
to be Sam. Fenings, when he is neither Magittrate nor Quaker. 

And when his Attornies were about turther to open the matter, 
how he writ to him only as a Church-member, and offered to pro- 
duce ſome Preſidents in the Caſe, Arthur Cock interrupted, ſaying,

Robe, and imitate a Diſciple of the Meek Feſus, and compare himſelf 
to poor Mordecai ; and then again before he leaves the Pulpit,and that 
on a Sunday;or firſt day of the Week, put on his Magiſterial Robes, 
and tell the People, That now he ſpeaks to them as a MagiFtrate; and be- 
cauſe they did not break up their Religious Meeting at his Com- 
mand, he calls out, 1s :here ever an Officer there, let Proclamation be made 
in the King and Queen's Name for all Perſons to depart to their own Habi- 
tations, and ſce if they'll dare to fit here. They that cannot ſee this Man 
ſwelld above the meeknels of a true Mimiſter of Chriſt, and transfor- 
ming hinelf, like Satan, into an Angel of Light, 2 Cor.

Servants, Goods and Stock, ſhould 
be in a.-meaner Capacity than bas Negroes, and not have a ſupply of ; Neceſ[a- 
ries, &c. but thus thou baſt very irrationally and unmanly denyed unto me, 
and both thy ſelf and Wife have proved Falſe and Deceitful unto me : Thou 
' requeſted me to write for thee, and promiſed Satisfattion for my. Labour, and 
I wrote about 149 Laws of the Province, and a Copy of the King's Charter 
to the Governour, and a Liſt of the Governours Tenants in the County of 
Bucks, ith the Quantity of Land they hold, and upon what Tenure; but 
like a deceitful Man thou refuſeſt to perform thy Promiſe : And know this:

Ask them if they haVeſh 
done, and buſted themſelves to head and make Parties, and. help make Diviſion, 
where Meetings have not been aQtvally divided. And whether. Strangers from other 
Countries, ſuch as are confederated with them in their, wicked work of Separation, come 
not to their ſeparate Meeting in tits Tountry, I appeal to your own obſervation and 
knowledge, who ſometimes reſort thither. Judge you then of their Sincerity in making 
this Cavil. And as to their other Cavil about Youths, and Girls, filing up our Meetings, 
if thereby they mean tiat the Meetings conſiſt of ſuch, ?its falſe : If they mean not 


ſo, but only that ſome young.ones are ſometimes there preſent, *tis idle. The Meet. | 
ings, it is well known, conſiſt of the moſt articnt, grave, . weighty Friends, of either ; 
Sex, in the Country. And if any young people, or old either, that have been little 
amongſt us at our other Meetings, and whoſe deportment and behaviour hath not an- 
ſuered their Profeſſion, have ſtept in, ſuch have been taken ont, and defired to with- 
draw. But if they except againſt all that are young in Years, meerly becauſe they 
are young, their exception Is to be excepted againſt as not according to Truth ; Andl .

though not conſented to, becauſe they did ſpring from my 
. Fleſh. Being convinced of this as a Sin, I expeRed to be de- 
livered from it,. as I had been from other Sins before ; but I 
found it otherwiſe, for it was with me then according to that 


Paſſage in Roz. 7. 9. When the Commandment came, Sinrevived, 


and -I died: for the more I looked upon it, the more I ſaw; 


andthe more I ſtrove againſt it, the more did it work in me ;-

allo complained of them ; and diverie Meetings were had, "where my Com- 
plaint was heard, and theſe Meetings giving due and impartial Judgment in 
the Caſe, and ſtanding up for the Truth, and putting to filence theſe Men 
for that time, this made things quiet, and prevented a breach ; and had 
theſe to whom I complained in Pezſ/vama, done the like Juſtice there, 
they might have prevented the breach that happened, therefore the guilt of 
it lyeth at their door ; and eſpecially apon $, 7. who has been 4 principal 
Defender and Upholder of the Perions guilty of thoſe vile Errors. But what 
if 1 did not diſcover the Errors that I find too many guilty of now, both-in 
America, and here alſo in Exrope, not having had the opportunity of inti- 
timate Communication with them, by verbal Conference, perhaps not one 
of a hundred ; nor having read very many of Friends Books in thoſe fer- 
mer days. But fince our Ditterences began in America, this hath given me 
great occaſion, both of verbal Conference with many, and alſo of more fre- 
h quent

quent reading 1n Friends Books than formerly, and upon the whole I can 
ſay, I find the whole Doctrine aflerted by me, in all particulars, well con- 
firmed out of Friends Books, even in thoſe things, wherein I have been 
contradicted by ſome, both in America, and here in England ; and am able 
to prove all the parts of Do&rine aſſerted by me, out ot the Holy Scripture, 
- and Friends Books ; though I muſt needs allo acknowledge, that by fome 
others 1t 1s contradited in ſome other Books, for which cauſe I did judge, 
and I ſtill fo do, that diverſe Books among us need Corre&ion m diverſe

ſalvation. But whereas fome41ay, it 1s profitable, tho not abſolutely:neceſſa- 
ry to lalvation. to have the Faith of Chriſt's Death ; but ſeeing they lay,men 
are cotrimonly faved eternally without it, as well as with it; they cannot 
ſhew whetein 1t 1s profitable, unleſsit be neceſſary : Indeed, they may as well 
lay, with Pelagiars and Seintans, that inward Grace, 'or the: Spirit's inward 
gperation, is only profitable, biit not abloliitely neceſſary to 'miens falvation, 
But wefind the Terms of {alvation-univerfally without exception, fet down, 
Rem.10.9,10. that plainly holds it forth, that ro believe that Christ roſe from 
the dead, and that with the heart, as well as toconfeſs it with themouth, is neceſ= 
Jary to all that ſhall be ſaved: And tho this Faith is wrought in men in God's 
ordinary way, by an outward Miniſtry, 'y=t the Word, or. Light within, is 
ſuffitient' to work it withbutan ottward Miniſtry; 'and doth fo work it when 
God pleaſeth, as he wronght it in'brabam, Jeb, and many others. But thar 
8.7. {lazth;page 12. he hath heard T. Llot affirm;he ard believe it to be our du- 
ty, who had the advantage of having the Holy Seripthres, and hearing the Faith 
preached, to receive and believe it, This, [I ſuppoſe, is poſſible ; but when 
was 1t that he did fo profels to believe 2 '22z, -after that the Publick Letter 
ſigned by G.Y.'and others, from Loxaon; came to them and us, holding forth 
that Faith as neceflary : but before' that Letter came, it is well known to ma- 
ny, as well as to me, that he had oft dented it ;- but before that. the Breach 
was made ; And fince it was made; tho we, for our part, uledgreat Endeavors 
to be reconciled to them in the Truth, yet we could never effett 1t in Truth's 
way.

That one of my followers (as he icornfully calleth him) 
read part of our.Paper that he calleth 4 Challenge, while Thomas Jaxney was 
at Prayer, Here they ule a Fallacy ; for while that perſon was civilly reading 
that Paper, to interrupt his reading, as was uſual to them in other caſes, 7, 7, 
kneeled down to prayer; fo thz diforder wasin T.F. not in that other perſon: 
And his ſtanding up in the Window, was but in order to be heard : And if 
We did come 1n at the Window, being as open as the Door, which I know 
riot that he did, it 1s like 1t was, that the throng of People was fo great in 
the Door,-that he could not have acceſs.

came and viſit me in Love, and deal with me by admonition in a Church- 
way, he called me not only Apoſtate, but worſe than profane. And is it not 
_ great Hypocritie ins. F, ſo to aggravate fome hard woras of mine, and top 
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by ſo many, much more hard, as well as more'innumber of theirs, withorit 
the leaſt noticing. Do a few hard words of mine,prove me a wicked man, 
as 5, 7. and his party conclnde, and yet their many more, and more hard 
words againſt me, prove them to be Saints ?

TA and this for boldly afferting a vile Error, having ſaid before divers Wit- 
nefles, he did not believe to be ſaved by that which ated at Jeruſalem; and moſt 
unchriſtianly falling upon me, in a monthly meeting, ſaying, Dcth the Spirit 
ſpeak in Trees ? I Having aſſerted, that. God was preſent in all the Creatures, 
; as Trees, Herbs, Graſs, which ſome of that meeting,' even Miniſters, did 


diſpute gun ; and the above-mentioned Perſon, with others, urging me 
moſt unchr; 


ſtianly, to promiſe an abſolute ſubmiſſion to the Judgment of 
that meeting ; and I not giving, they refuſed to give any Judgment in the 
caſe, tho I have appealed to them : And at this Meeting $.7. was preſent ; 
but takes no notice of the Blaſphemy ſome-of that Meeting was guilty of. 
againſt both God and Chriſt ; but only of ſome hard words given to one 
or two men; which isa great Argument of his Hypocriſie, and that to him, - 
Blaſphemy againſt God and Chriſt is a lefler offence than an hard word a- 
gainſt man. - Beſide, 1s it not greathypocrifie in S; F, to-accuſe me for call- ;

Power, and ſaying, I 4eſerved to be puniſhed, thnking to put me in fear 
but I feeling great boldneſs and courage given me, uttered ſome ſuch words; 
remembring, yea and mentioning at that very time, the like words of the 
Martyr Lanrentias, cited in Fox's Book of Martyrs 3 and why ſhould this 
be ſuppoſed a Crime in me, which was judged a Vertue in hum; and G. F.* 
in his Journal, page 86. declareth, That after ſome of the rude multitude.

Heis guilty of groſs perverſion, in miſconſtruing my juſt charge a- 
gainſt him, in my calling it Rank Popery in him and his Fattion, torequire an 
abſolute ſubmiſſion from me, to the Tudgment of their Meeting, in a matter of 
Faith and Conſcience, as that was: for that it is Rank Popery, all fincere Pro- 
teſtants will ſay, to require anabſolute. ſubmiſſion to the Judgment of any 
man or meeting, in a matter of Faith and Conſcience ; for no Profeſſion. in 
"Chriſtendom, that I know, but the Papal Church, requireth abſolute fub-

” ker nor gives any proof of it, may be rejeted, with many other his 
falſhoods, invented by him to coverhis evil pratices. His inſtance is not | 
the leaſt ſhadow of proof, that they ſaid, they thanked God they conld not take 
their Lives away, bat they coveted their Goods, Havenot our Friends here in 
England, (aid as much to Juſtices here, who have fined them, and ſtreined 
their Goods, as they did to {ſome of us in Penſylvama, and in particular to 
w. Bradford, who being fined fix ſhillings for refuſing to be a Jury-man, it 
being a matter of conſcience to him, to promiſe in the Preſence of God, he 
judging it of the Nature of an Oath, had Writing-Paper, worth 9 s. taken 
from him, which was carried to Sam, Jennings his Shop to be fold, which 
VF. B. told me. Pray let the Reader judge, if this was not Coveton/neſs and 
Oppreſſion both 3 _ | 
 L XII. p.45. Hisperverſion, in uſing that fallacious diſtintion, given by all 
Perſecutors, even the worlt fort. Paputs as well as others, viz. That they did 
not perſecute us, but proſecuted us by Law, for our abuſes to the Government, 
[His great defence 1s then, that we have egregioully tranſgreſs'd the Law,and 
did endeavour toraile Sedition, and ſubvert the Government. And for proof 
of this, he prints at large that ſcandalous Proclamation given forth by him 
and others againſt me (which I have fully anſwered in Print, and fo need 
not anſwer itagain here) at Ph:ladelphia, 25th 6th mo, 1692. and the Preſent- 
ments of the Grand Jury againſt us. Burt if to indictand accuſe, be ſufficient 
proof, without any other evidence, who but ſhall be guilty, tho the moſt 
:rnocent ? However, here we have hum acknowledging matter of fait, which 
will be of ſome ſervice to many that would not believe, that ever there was 
any fuch thing doneto us in Penſyvaria, as fining ana impriſonment for things 
that we havealways declared to be to us matters of conſcrence. 
 EXII: Buttocloak his Perſecution, he giveth us a wrong Deſcription of 
it ; and I behevethe generality of the people called Pzaters, will fay to : 
Perſecution, ſaith he, 1s a ſuffering inflifted upon the ſufferers for the diſcharge 
of their auty to God, This, I fay, according, to the People called Lakers, 
and all others, that are for due liberty of conſcience, isa wrong deſcription ot 
perſceation, as being far too Narrow, as not including fuch ſutering as is in- 
flicted upon men, that may be in entor, and hold erronivus Doerines and 
Principles, 1t having been all along our Plea, (witneſs what F7. Penn, and 
- divers others, have printed at great length, concerning the 'due bounds of 
liberty of conſcierice, that ſeeing we live peaceably under the Govecnipgne, 
| with- 
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without doing Injury to any Man, we ought not to ſufter, even though we 
be in an Error, whether our Error relate to matters of Faith, or Pradtile. 
But according to this Popiſh definition of Perſecution given by $. 7. Men 
ought to ſufter for their Errors, and be whipt out of them ; for to be in 
Error, or to practiſe an erromous Worſhip, 1s no diſcharge of Mens Duty 
to God ; and' therefore if they be puniſhed for their Errors in Principles, 
or Praiſes, they are not perſecuted, but proſecuted according - to Law. 
And by this his Poprſh definition of Perſecution, it will be a great queſtion 
with many, whether any Man called a 2xaker, ever ſuffered any Perſecu- 
tion, either in old Ezgland or new, until that be out of queſtion, that the 
People called Baakers, held no Errors ? But according to the true deſcrip- 
tion of Perſecution, as given by F. Penn, and many others, the People 
called Qzakers were perſecuted by Suffering, Fining, and Impriſonment, 


for not conforming to the Worſhip eſtabliſhed by Law; ſuppoſing they 


were 1n an Error ; for they who are rightly principled againſt Perſecution, 
and for due liberty of Conſcience, fay, Men are not .to be whipt out of 
' their Errors, but perſwaded, and better informed ; and if they reje& due 
Information, they are to be left to God, the only Lord and Sovereign over 
Conſcience. "The true definition therefore of Perſecution is a ſuffering in- 


flifted upon the Sufferers, not only for the diſcharge of their Duty to God, 
but for all that a Man thinks to be his Duty to God. Suppoſe he is in an 


 Etror, if his Error be no Inry to his Neighbor, or a breach of that com- 


L monly called the ſecond Table of the Decalogue. And by this true defi- 


nition of Perſecution, it is out of queſtion, that the People called Quakers, 


as well as others, of other Nonconformiſts, did ſuffer great Perſecution, 
even Ippone they did hold Errors, and ſuff 


trary to ſome Laws which are now aboliſhed and repealed.

would- be to ſend them our: Alninonts before - the Diſputa- 
tion ; if we ſhould tell '*em all the Mediums from whence' we 
intended to fetch-them : We told them the Evidence we 
ſhould bring. was not from'ours, but from their own Books, 
and it was not fit we ſhould tell them the Names of our Wit- 
neſſes beforehand, that they. might have-time to Tamper 
with them, and make them ſpeak what they never Intended,

The ſame liberty we allowed tothem, after they had An- 
ſwered our Charge, to Charge any of our Church of England 
Writers with Blaſphemy, and without giving us Book, Line, 
or Page beforetiand, we will either Diſown or Juſtify it-; be 
fides,” when a Time of Diſputation with-an Adverſary is Ser, 
and 1 have /ent-him the Queſtions to be diſpured'on ; was it 
ever Expe&ed before, that Iſhould before the Time ſend hir 
all my Proofs : The-Queſtion you know betwixt us, is, whe- 
ther ;they be Blaſphemers or no? we hold the Affirmative, 
and offer to prove it ; but they will make no defence for 
themſelves, unleſs we ſend them all our Proofs beforehand. 
Preſently they Cried out, we Reproach the Parliament, who 
have owned them to be Diſſenting Proteſtants , whilſt we 
would provethem to be Blaſphemers ; and indeed they did 
Strut Exceedingly for the Honour the- Parliament- hath done 
them, to Recognize them 2s Proteſtants, as if under the Pro- 
tection of the At of Parliamentthey might Blaſpheme (Cain 
Privilegio) and no body muſt be ſo bold as'to ack them, why 
do you fo ? They told us we are going about moſt unchari- 
tably to' Dam chem all.- We told them, they may Repent of 
their Blaſphemies and be ſaved : For Pant, was : 0neei one -6f 
their Companions in Blaſpheming the Name of Fefius Chrift, 
and if they will Accompany him in his Change too, they 
May obtain Mercy as well as he. They

"They told us Blaſphewy againſt God, was the Sin againſt 
the Holy Ghoſt, becauſe the Holy Ghoſt was God : We told 
them we were ſorry it was fo for their ſakes ; but for their 
Comfort we hope for to make it appear it was not that un- 
pardonable Sin ; ſo from the 12th of St. Hath, weExplain'd 
ro them the nature of that Sin, and ſtopt their Mouths, and 
now we began to Charge them with Blafphemy againſt God; 
they Intreated us to ſuſpend awhile, and they would defire 
to ſpeak vut one quarter of an Hour, and then they would 
be filent ; we yielded it, then they talked againſt the Chal- 
lenger, and the Unreaſonableneſs of the Preliminaries what 
they pleaſed, and when they had Harangued thus a quyrter 
of «n Hour: Now Gentlemen, ſaid we, we hope you will 
give us leave to talk out our quarter too : No truly, faith one 
of them, that is anew Bargain ; whereupon the People Shbu- 
ted and Hiſſed them, and as ſoon as we began to, pro- 
ſecute our Charge, one gets upon a Form and bawls atoud to 
the People, oh their Ears, or Deafen them, that they 
might not hear us : Thus they continued, (for as foon as 
one was wearied another ſtepped up in his Place) till the End 
of the Day : Tho there were two Magiſtrates preſent, and 
many Perſons of good Quality , with a great .Company of 
all forts of People beſides , ſome of whom offered, if we 
would permit it, to have pull'd them down and turo'd them 
out : This Diforder hindred us from proſecuting our defign 
to any purpoſe, tho we Permitted every one of them from 
London, or from Rome, it they pleaſed, to have free liberty 
to Diſpute, if they will do it fairly without Noiſe or Cla- 
mour : No, they declar'd they did not come thither to Dif- 
pute, for they were not prepared : And whereas we. had 
brought a great number of the Quakers Books both Old and 
New, and all of them of their. moſt Celebrated Authors, 
they- Cryed, no Books, no Arguments ; which occaſion'd 
great Laughter and Shouring among the People ; but-they 
Rill continued their long Hardngge againſt our Preliminaries, 
and

and'about the great ſufferings they had Endured, deſignedly, 
that the- People might not hear-us ;_ and ever and anon they 
would have been Charging us ; Inſolently urging us ro-prove 
our ſelves Chriſtians, and by and by we muſt prove our ſelves 
Miniſters of Chriſt ; which was Anſwered, tho we told them 
that was not the. buſineſs of the Day. And 'twas a Cunning 
deſign of theirs to divert us from our Charge ſo much dreaded 
by them. When we were in the purſuit of their Blaſphe- 
mies, to ſtart another game in our way ; we bid them Anſwer 
our Charge firſt, and then we ſhould be at leaſure to Anſwer 
any oi theirs, provided they be not Charges of ſome little and 
ſmall Errours and Miſtakes, but down-right Blaſphemy. 
One of us got to a. Corner of the Seat from whence he 
might be heard by ſome of the People, and laid open ſome 
of the Blaſphemies we had to Charge them with, out of their 
Books, to the great ſatisfaction of the Auditors, who. Cried 
out, Blaſphemy,. Blaſphemy : but he could not proceed far 
without Diſturbance : One of them very Pertly asked us,that 
if we looked upon them. to be ſuch Blaſphemers., what 1s the. 
reaſon that we have let them alone ſo long, that they never 
heard_of ſuch a Charge from us before (even thro the ſpace of 
Forty years 2) and how comes it topaſs that we have been ſo 
Careleſs of our Flocks :. We Ingenuouſly told them, that we 
never had ſo right an underſtanding_-of. their Principles as of 
late; but for the future we afſſur'd them that we ſhall {and 
we hope all the reſt of our Brethren throughout all Zxg/aud 
will) take notice of this their Admonition, and double their 
Diligence and Vigilancy 1n their Reſpefive places: A little. 
aſter we took. liberty each of us to propound. an Argument, 
but. could hardly go through with one of them;. and upon 
Reading their Books to prove our Arguments,the People again 
Cried out Blaſphemy, Blaſphemy : It being near the Even- 
ing, one of their Speakers made mention of our Lord Biſhops, 
Name, and that he had waited on him at Norwich, and Diſ- 
courſed with him About this. Matter in the preſence of the

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Arch-Deacon ( Dr. Feffery's ) And infinuated to the People 
as if my Lord had now a more favourable opinion of their 
Challenge than before, ſince he had given him a more Juſt 
Relation (as he ſaid) of the Circumſtances, but none of us 
could believe his Relation : About this Time, or ſomewhat 
before, they threw among the People great numbers. of little 
Pamphlets, thus ſtiled (7he Chriſtianity of the People called 
Quakers tho it neither Comes up to their Principles Expreſ- 
ſed in their former Books, nor 1s ſaid to be written from the. 
Mouth of the Lord, and Sealed: with the Eternal Spirit, as - 
thoſe are, and without any of their Names or name affixed 
to it, ſo that any of them, 1t Charg'd with it, may at their 
own pleaſure deny it, as not agreeing with their former Teſti» 
monies, but plainly deſfign'd to ſerve a preſent turn : This. 
Charge of Blaſphemy nettled them Exceedingly, and they 
ſometimes Expoſtulated' with us, ſaying; the Charge was 
very High: wegranted it to be ſo, but the worſt of it was, 
we ſhould Certainly prove it, 4f they would let us go on ; but . 
when we urg'd them with-a paſſage out of Chri/topher At-. 
kinſon's Book \ call'd The Sword of the Lord drawn) as Guilty 
of Blaſphemy, they utterly diſowned both him and'his Books, 
ſaying, the Quakers had renounc'd: him above Thirty years 
ago, tho he was Mov'd {as he there Witneſſes in the: Title 
page) by the Lord God of Life, and the Spirit of Truth, as 
1t was made manifeſt in him from the Lord. The Night ap. 
proaching, and many of the People there being at great di-- 
ſtance from their Homes, the Magiſtrates then Preſent ſee. 
ing nothing more (which might tend- to--Edification)) was 
like to be done, were pleaſed to put and End ta the Conteſt, . 
and Diſlolve the Aſſembly :.: After we had declared, that ſee- - 
ing they had Challenged -us, we would not leave: the-matter * 
thus ; bur ſeek for ſome more favourable opportunity to make - 
good our Charge againſt them; anc ſo we Intend-(by Gods - 
help) when the Days are long, and the Weather good; and if © 
the Qaakers will Anſwer fairly, we will permit any of them - 
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all to Appear ; but 1f they ſhall fall a Clamouring, as they 
Inceilantly did at this Meeting, we will very Civilly {by 
ſome means or other ). take them by the Hands and lead 
them out of Doors: But notwithſtanding they have done ſo 
much to hinder our good Defign of proving our Charge to 
the People, we hope we have ſtopt the Gangreen that it 
ſpreads no further in our Corner, the People being generally 
ſatisfied, and do believe them now to be Blaſphemers, becauſe 
they Refulcd to .come to a Tryal, nor would ſuffer their 
Books to be Read. This we thought neceſſary to- give the 
World an. Account of, not only for our own Vindication, 
but their Satisfaction, which we the principal Managers have 
NO under our Hands this 12th day of oc "PE:

Tou might eaſily have diſcerned that or Charge affects the 
 whole-Body of your People, it relating to Blaſphemies fo long 
and ſo often Printed:and yet -neve: Contradicted or Cenſured, 
but aflerted to be from-Perſons Intallible, Blaſphemies fo often 
approved of by your Second day Meeting, where all your 
Books are .Examined, and by-an Index Expurgatorius Cor- 
E-2. rected, 
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.reQted, tho written from the Mouth of the Lord. So that 
your Charch hath owned them, and we .may .juſtly Oharge 
the Blaſphemies of theſe Books upon 2, till they difown 
them. 

But you ſeem to be much concerned for the Reſtraint we 
lay upon you, fo that you may not go out of this Dioceſs for 
your aſſiſtance. Burt truely Sirs, you ſee, we have put the ſame 
Reſtraint upon our ſelves, we will not go out of the. Diocels, 
perhaps, but a little way from Home for oxrs ; we cannot 
think you can be at a want for help in ſuch a Dioceſs, where 
there are ſeveral Thouſands of you. 

Befides if you will have a little Patience, the Perſons you 
_ had probably deſigned for this Service may have work enough 
at Home ere long : For we are [nclinable to believe, that the 
like Charge to this will go thro many Dioceſles in this King- 
dom ; So that they may ſave their Powder and Shot till the 
Charge comes to their Door. 


Friexds, tho we intend to Charge you. with Blaſphemy out 
of your own Books; yet we cannot think it fit to give you the 
Authors Names, Line, and Page; for that were to ſend you 
our Arguments before the day we ſhall uſe them,that you might 
have time the more cunningly to Elude the force of them. 
It is enough to let you ſee, we intend to Charge you with 
Blaſphemy, as expreſſed in our laſt, tho we ſhould not be fo 
fooliſhly generous as to tell you the very. Place where we 1n- 
tend to aſſault you. Beſides we our ſelves have not yet read 
over ſome of your Books, out of which as we are reading them, 
there ariſes every day new matter for a Charge, and ſo per- 
haps there may to the time of our Meeting ; For we can ſcarce 
oDena Book of yours, but preſently we are even frighted with 
ſuch Apparitions that ſends «s to our Prayers, for a Poor de- 
I:ded People that are daily haunted with them: And. further 
w2 may add, that.you have their Books as well as we, and 
would yoz read them over as w2 do, ye your ſelves could not 
bur ſee thoſe Blaſphemies we Charge you with, being too big 
ro eſcape your ſ1ght. But 
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' But you think it juſt, the Authors of thoſe Books out of which 
w- extra our Charge, ſhould be permitted to ſpeak for them-_ 
ſeives, Tou cannot but know, that moſt of thoſe Authors are 
Dt:ad, and as for them that are alive, we have already heard 
them 1n your Prints to little purpoſe : However, they have no 
reaſon to Challenge it as a peculiar due to them, to be the 
only Vindicators of their Cauſe, ſeeing every Particular 
M-:mber of yoar Charch 1s concern'd in it, as weil as they ; 
So that it.15a Charge pon every one of you all, as well as

Againſt whom 
the 2uakers have been in a contmual rage, for being diſappointed ' 
of their Prey. Which diſpleaſure of theirs they could not for- 
bear to Expreſs by many undecent Ads, -beccming a People of - 
ſuch” pernicious Principles and rugged behaviour as they. Sucly. 
Inſtances whereof as at preſent occur to our minds are thee. - 
The Wife of one Becket a Luaker, gave her ſelf the trouble of 
going three Miles to the Miniſters Houſe, on purpoſe to vex him 
with Luakerly Apeſtions in a Quibling. way, upon Aſcenſion day 
Morning: 1695. His Family can Witneſs the truth of this, as 
alſo Mrs. Biſhop, a. Principal Perſon of the Town of Barton, who-- 
happened to be with the Miniſter then. We of this Pariſh, and 
divers other Perſons of Neighbouring Pariſhes too, do very well 
remember the time, that Bec ker, the Husband himſelf, watcht our 
Miniſter in.a Lane (not far from the Church) lin'd on both fides- 
with People, to Diſpute him ; when his Spirits were exhauſted 
with Preaching; and his Strength weakened, by performing. the 
Duty of the Day. WE = 
One Phillips a Luaker went to diſturb our Miniſter at his own' 
Houſe, ; one Munday in May laſt, to Challenge, and Provoke him 
_ to Diſpute with the Luakers, at a Mecting at Steak, that was to 
be held on the Morrow, as himſelf confefſed after he came Home, 
And heand-his Friends ſer abroad Te Report ſome days before, to

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call the Country tegether, and then gave it out, that the Prieſts 

- promiſed, bur durſt not corne;; - both which we believe to be falſe. 
This Phillips, together with one Maſon and Beker, by ſpeaking 
Profanely of the Ordinances of Chriſt, and ſetting up a Conven- 
ticle contrary to Law, .in an unlicenc'd Barr, where there never 
had been one before; and their reſtleſs Iraportunities to raake Men 
g0 to their Meetings, and by Vilifying our Miniſter ( for no other 
_ Caule but preſerving his Shcep from beingdevourcd by the Wolves) 
gave our Miniſter and'us great occaſion to aread an Apoſtacy of 
the People from the Chriſtian Faith, - |

This, and nothing but this, made us and our Miniſter willing 
to permit Mr. Buggto come among em, totry if he could conjure 
down this buſy Spirit which poſſeſſes ther Luakers, and is ſo trou- 
bleſom to us, having heard, that he had thrown that unclean 
and Blaſpheming Legion "out of ſome other Places before. We 
and our Miniſter accompanied him to one Luakers Houſe, and ſent 
one of his Printed Charges in a Letter to Sam. Cater a Speaker ; 
Further than which, -we believe our Miniſter was not concerned; 
And it was his great deſire of ſaving Souls, and x quiet life, that 
made him ingage fo far : For he was always averſe, that either he 
or his Brethren ſhould ingage in.a Publick Diſpute. He, to our 
knowledge, was ever fo far from giving a Challenge, as that he 
gever would accept it when it was offer'd, till now ; For many 
Provocations and Challenges hashe had ; One above all the reſt 
we cannot forget, which wasgiven him in Writing when he was 
11 the Palpir, by one Lilly, in ſight of the whole Congregation : 
Which beſtdes many more, heevaded as well as he could, till this 
_ _ laſt bold Challenge came on, which was to all the Clergy of Eng- 
land; as well as to his Brethren and him. So that whatſoever the 

Luakers may pretend to the contrary, we verily believe, Theyare 
tae Challengers, and noue but they : But we hope it has done 
rauch good, and had the Miniſters been permitted ro make our 
their Charge, which was Artificially drowned in Noife, 2ua- 
keriſm 11 theſe Parts, would have received'a Mortal Stroke.

If ye 
Believe not that 1 am He, ye ſhall Die in your Sins, John 8. 24. He 


that Believeth not the Son, ſhiall not See Life ; but the -Wrath of God 


Abideth on him, John 3. 36. : — 
But the Incorruptible Seed, Chrift Feſws, Gal. 3. 16. - The Word 


of the Kingdom, Mar. 13.19. from whence the New Birth Comes, 
is both Seed and Sower himſelf; and he Sows it in the Hearts 
of 41] Mankind, and would have All to keep it,, and bring forth 


Fruit with Patience. But ſome are like the FYohfde, which Re- 
ceive the Seed; and the Deyy cometh, and taketh- the Ward 
our of their Hearts, left they ſhould Believe and be Saved. 


Some are like the Stony-Places, that having no Root, do only 
Believe for a while, and in Time of Temptation Fall away. 
Others are like Thorns, which when they have heard the Word, 
goforth, and are Choked with the-Cares, ot Riches, or Pleaſures 
of this Life, and bring no.Fruit to PerfeFion. And ſome are.

The Icorruptible Seed is ſown in All, not one Man-or Woman 
excepted ; but we ſee the Reaſon, why it doth not grow to Matu- 
rity in Al, namely, Becauſe the Devil catcheth away. that which was 


ſown in the Heart; or, it wants good Rooting ; Or is choked by the Cares,, 
_ or Riches, or Pleaſures of this Life. So that it is the Honeſt and
